III E SAMOAN SETTLE MENT, 
The Samoan protocol bas been signed 
ami the conference bes adjourned with 
a ooLFciousnecB of having committed the 
three governments to an equal and pa­ 
cific settlement of all matters connected 
with the future of the islands. The re­ 
sult is eminently satisfactory to the 
American people, whose honor was oom- 
promired by the last administration and 
is now vindicated. 
The core of tne set­ 
tlement is the restoration of the status 
which was unnecessarily and wantonly 
violated and disturbed by the German 
fleet in 1887. Malietoa is to be reinstated 
on the throne with voluntary acquiescence 
of the Hr moan chiefs, end native au­ 
tonomy is to be established under inter­ 
national guarantees. 
Both ramasese, 
who has been the German puppet king, 
and Matsafa, who has successfully headed 
a native uprising against him, are to re- 
tire in favor of the lightful sovereign* 
who appealed successfully two years ago 
to the American government for protec­ 
tion. Mahetoa’s restoration to the throne 
is a great cor cee* ion on the part of Ger­ 
many, and American prestige abroad wilt 
be increased by the resolute action of the 
Haiti d {States commissioners in accom­ 
plishing this result. 
His deposition was 
an affront to the dignity of the American 
government, consummated as it was a 
few weeks after the refusal of Mr. Bay­ 
ard to grant the Geiman demands for 
th e .control of the islands presented at 
the Washington conference. 
Prince 
Bismarck bas made amends for that in­ 
dignity offered to America. 
The remaining features of toe basis of 
settlement, says the New Yolk Tribune, 
cannot be intelligently discussed in the 
absence of the complete text of the pro­ 
tocol. 
Secretary Biaiue is reported to 
have waived some 
minor objections 
which he brought forward at the last m o­ 
ment, and he could well afford to do so, 
for the protocol as a whole embodies 
substantial concessions to the United 
States, and provides a permanent basis 
for the satisfactory adjustment of the 
laud, indemnity, municipalities and oth 
er questions, and the immediate pacifi­ 
cation of the islands. 
The American 
government, in making its treaty with 
Samoa several years ago, agreed to em­ 
ploy its good cilices whenever foreign 
complications should arise. This pledge 
has been fulfilled. 
Tho state depart­ 
ment has made the cause of the Samoans 
its own, aud has secured international 
recognition and sanction of the principle 
of native autonomy. 
It has not only 
vindicated national honor, but has also 
befriended a helpless people, and main 
tained the right of permanently occupy­ 
ing the coaling station obtained by treaty. 
One feature of the settlement deserves 
special cern men dation. 
The ratification 
of the protocol by the seLate is one of 
tho conditions insisted upon by the state 
department. 
Tho American commis­ 
sioners were nominated by the president 
and confirmed by the senate, and they 
——thfts were invested with full treaty-mak­ 
ing powers, and they have signed what 
is technically known as a protocol or 
agreement, which dithers essentially from 
a treaty. B ut the state department has 
had no desire to anticipate the action of 
the 
senate, nor 
to 
deprive 
that 
body 
of 
its 
constitutional right 
to 
assume 
its 
share 
of 
re­ 
sp irab ility for confirming tho settle­ 
ment. The fdministration 
appointed 
oommissioneis for the negotiation of the 
fisneries treaty without alfordmg tho 
senate an opportunity for sanctioning 
that diplomatic procedure. 
It acted di­ 
rectly in violation of.the advice whioh it 
had received from the senate, and sought 
to compel that body to ratify the treaty 
which had teen irregularly agreed upon. 
The republican administration respects 
the constitutional rights of the senate 
and is determined to act upon its advice, 
even if a protocol, end not a tieaty, Ie 
the outcome of the conference.

age inflicted in the process of shoeing. Tho

JOHN GILBERT DEAD. 


Demise of the Veteran Actor In Boston 
int the Age of 79 Years* 
B oston, Mass., June 18.—John Gilbert, 
tho actor, died Monday afternoon. 
John Gilbert, the leading old man of tho 
American stage, has been before the public 
for Bixty years, having made his first ap­ 
pearance in Boston Nov. 28, 1828, when 
ho was 17 years old. 
He played Jollier in 
“ Venice Preserved,” and mado such a hit 
that he easily recured an engagement. He 
was conspicuous in old comedy parts, such 
as Sir Peter Teazle, Sir Anthony Absolute, 
and Hardcastlo, and lias been held as a 
model in his particular line. 
Mr. Gilbert 
went to England in 1846, where he sup­ 
ported Macready and Charlotte Cushman. 
The most of his work, howovor, was in 
New York, Boston, and Philadelphia. 
The 
vigor of his old age was remarkable, and 
tho accumulated years failed to impair his 
mental grasp or dim his eyes.

William Hosmer, a conspicuous figure in 
tho anti-slavery agitation and ono of tho 
first temperance advocates, died this morn­ 
ing* aged 70 years.

Kong, and sho brought her fourth spouse’s 
corpse back to this country. Hor fifth hus­ 
band was Graham P. Estey, a rich Louis­ 
iana sugar planter, who fell in lovo with 
her when she was nurse in a Philadelphia 
hospital. 
After three years of happiness 
Estey was ruined by sugar speculation and 
committed suicide in 1881. 
Then sho wont to Philadelphia, and her 
brother dying left hor $50,000, and a yoar| 
afterward she married Baxter, a lawyer 
and a friend of ber brother.

H ow T h ree M ontana M en E scap ed 
a Stam pede o f C attle. 
Cattle stampede?? do not occur often 
and there are not many individuals even 
among cowboys who have seen a real, 
genuine, downright tornado of hoofs and 
horns sweeping along in a 
wild, 
mad 
rush to destruction and crushing or elim­ 
inating almost everything in their path­ 
way save the naked earth itself. 
One of 
the most graphic accounts of such a 
thrilling incident was given to the writei 
by an old settler of Alontana, 
the stain 
pede occurring near the Red Butte some 
years since. 
Late one afternoon a ranch­ 
man and two companions started on foot 
to cross a wide, open range of prairie to 
secure some horses that had strayed away 
from the former’s ranch. 
It was a very 
unusual proceeding for the ranchman or 
ic y of his men to venture such a distance 
from their home on foot,but their ponies 
having wandered oil this time it was a 
matter of necessity. Within less than an 
hour after they had started, and when not 
more than three miles from home, they 
were overtaken by a severe thunderstorm, 
a thing that is liable to occur in this cli­ 
mate within a very short space of time 
during the rainy season. Soon everything 
was enveloped in almost complete dark­ 
ness and the rain poured down in torrents, 
while the lightning flashed and the thun­ 
der roared with 
appalling 
grandeur. 
There was not a single Bpot near where 
shelter could be obtained, and the three 
men were compelled to undergo a severe 
drenching. 
Just before the darkness came on the 
three men had descried in the distance 
an immense herd of cattle quietly graz 
ing, and seemingly without any signs of 
fright or danger. 
All at once, however, 
the men were startled by a heavy, rum­ 
bling, rushing tread in the distance that 
drowned even the heaviest peals of thun­ 
der. 
On turning around quickly they 
discerned through the darkness, by means 
of the blinding Hashes of electricity, aa 
extended line of dark objects closely 
wedged together and moving down the 
valley upon them like an impeding army 
threatening them with total destruction. 
On, on came the cattle, pell-mell with 
such a demoniacal mixture of bellowings 
and clattering of hoofs and horns that 
the trio of individuals in their fright half 
Imagined themselves being 
tossed or 
trampled into fragments. 
In all that 
broad stretch of prairie, forty or fifty 
miles in extent, the men remembered but 
one single object to break the monotony— 
that was their own ranch. 
Luckily there 
was another, a huge rock of singular for­ 
mation, on the prairie, with sides so per­ 
pendicular that no human being had over 
attempted to climb to its summit, and it 
was probably by the purest accident that 
the fleeing individuals had started In the 
direction of the huge mass of stone, 
which was known as “Lot’s W ife,” it 
having in the minds of some a supposed 
resemblance to that disobedient woman. 
Possibly the old settler remembered the 
rock, but evidently he had not the least 
assurance that it might aid them to es­ 
cape 
from the cattle. 
However, 
the 
three men arrived at the rock and dis 
covered to their 
delight and astonish­ 
ment that by some strange and unearthly 
power it had been rent asunder so that 
they could easily climb to the top and be 
perfectly secure from danger. 
As not a 
single person had ever known of the rent 
in the rock lief orc, it is altogether prob­ 
able that it had just been cleft in two by 
one of the fearful charges of electricity. 
It was certainly a most providential cir­ 
cumstance, and the means of saving the 
three men s lives, for only a moment af­ 
ter they had climbed to the top of the 
rock there swept past them with the roar 
of a cyclone one of the most confused 
masses of cattie that any human being 
had ever witnessed. 
In that horrid crush 
a score or more of them were killed and 
trampled to pieces at the foot of the rock, 
and the remains were afterward found of 
hundreds which had perished in the deep 
gullies, pulverized by the sharp hoofs of 
their comrades.

The Russian cats on an average once 
every two hours. 
The climate and cus­ 
tom require such frequent meals, tho di­ 
gestion of which is aided1 by frequent 
draughts of vodki and tea. 
Vodki is 
the Russian whisky, made from potatoes 
and rye. 
It is fiery and colorless, and is 
generally flavored with some extract like 
vanilla or orange. It is drank from amal I 
cups that hold perhaps half a gill. 
Yod 
kl and tea are tho inseparable accompan­ 
iments of friendly as well as of business 
intercourse in the country of tho Czar. 
Drunken men are rare. 
Russia and Swe­ 
den are the only countries In which the 
double dinner is tho rule. 
When you go 
to the house of a Russian, be he a friend 
or a stranger, you are at once invited to 
a side-tablc, where salted meats, pickled 
eel, salted cucumbers, and manyj other 
spicy and appetizing viands, are urged 
upon you with an impressiveness 
that 
knows no refusal. 
This repast is washed 
down with frequent cups of “vodki.” 
That over, and when the visitor feels as if 
he had eaten 
enough for twenty four 
hours, the host says: “And now to din­ 
ner.” 
At the dinner-table the meal is 
served in courses, with wines grown in 
the Crimea and in Ressarabia, where ex­ 
cellent clarets and Burgundies are made 
, and sold for from a shilling to hftlf a
